RECOMMENDED ACTION:

Council, acting as Contract Review Board, authorize the award of a professional services contract in a
form approved by the City Attorney to Fregonese Associates to be the lead planning consultant for the
Beaverton Civic Plan in an amount not to exceed $438,749. :

HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE:

In winter 2009, the City Council endorsed the Community Development Department’s recommendation
that the City prepare a strategic Civic Plan. The Civic Plan will be the key strategic document to guide
land use policy decisions for the City for the next 20 years. On account of the overarching importance
of the Civic Plan to future planning efforts, the City determined that it was in the community's best
interest for the City to seek an experienced and dynamic leader to assist the City in preparing the Civic
Plan.

Earlier this year, staff began developing a request for proposals (RFP) seeking a lead consultant with
international land use planning experience and acclaim who would be able to bring a cachet previously
unseen in Beaverton and that would excite the community to the possibilities of what the City may

- become in the future. The experience desired is a firm that has a proven record of planning concepts
that have been successfully implemented in communities that are close-in suburbs of a central city with
transportation and environmental constraints and are largely built out with redevelopment accounting
for the majority of future growth opportunities.

INFORMATION FOR CONSIDERATION:

The Strategic Civic Plan RFP was advertised in the Daity Journal of Commerce on April 5, 9 and 14,
2010. One hundred forty-six firms or individuals viewed and/or downloaded the RFP from the City's
website. Ultimately, the City received five (5) proposals, which staff opened on May 14, 2010 at 2:00
PM. Staff evaluated and conducted a weighted scoring of all the proposals based on criteria that
included experience and qualifications, ability to meet project timeline, project approach, and contract
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price. From these resuls, the top three proposals were selected as the top tier responses and the firms
submitting the proposals were invited to discuss their proposals. These three top-tier firms were:
Fregonese Associates -of Portland, Oregon; Duany Plater-Zyberk & Co., LLC of Miami, Florida; an- -
Torti Gallas and Partners, Inc. of Los Angeles, California. ‘

Staff met with the top three proposers on June 4, 7, and 9, 2010. The discussions provided ah
opportunity for clarification and elaboration of each proposal. After the discussions, staff requested a
best and final offer from each firm. Ali three firms submitted best and final offers. Staff then evaluated

Fregonese Associates best meets the description of the desired lead planning consultant. The firm has
extensive experience in first tier communities like Beaverton and has a track record of leading
successful planning projects. The firm also has a proven record of successfully providing the services
described in the RFP's scope of work, including:

Creating meaningful opportunities for public participation in preparing a Civic Plan;
Transforming the conceptual goals of the visioning process into realistic, achievable targets;
Generating new ideas and discussions about the built environment, sustainability, sense of
place, and the City’s overall identity;

* Spurring significant private investment in the underdeveloped / underutilized areas of the City;

e Fostering a sense of cohesion among elected officials, citizens, regional partners, and City staff
as to the City's strategic direction; and

s Preparing a plan grounded in economic feasibility that is capable of being successfuily
implemented.
